THE EESIDENTPHYSICIiSJI OF THE 
LUNATIC ASYLUM. 

TheHouso stultified itself on Friaay 
last bv tho position it asaumod in con- 
nection with the Residoat Pbysioian of 
the Lunatic Asylum, Now Westminihter. 
By a vote of 12 to 11 it wna resolved to deny 
the necessity of tbo appointment, althougU 
two years since it was unanimously art- 
jnitted, and for two succesaivo sessions a 
snm of money baa been placed on the 
estimates for that officer's _ salary and 
unanimously granted;- " This w a strange 
and falso position for the House to as- 
Bumo; but strange as it may appear, tbo 
stand taken by tbo bou. member for Go- 
mox-bimself a raodicnl man— is fur moro 
strange and abaavd. Some two years 
since a Select Committee was appointed 
hy tho House to visit the Asylum situated 
on tho Indian Eeserve near this city, and 
to report on certain irregularities alleged 
to have taken place there. Dr. Ash was 
chairman of that committee and we see by 
reference to tbo report which reanlted 
from its labors that tbo committee was 
unanimously of opinion "that tbo time 
had oomo when, in the interest of all con- 
oetnedi thechm-ge 0/ the Provmnal Lunatic 
Asylum should be given to a resideiU pkyn- 
cian." If this was tbo case in 1870, when 
the Province fluanoially was in a far worse 
condition than now, bow is it, wo would 
ask tbo bon. member for Comox is of 



opinion that tbo necessity for a resident 
physician no longei exists. We contend 
that the hpn. gentleman cannot Batisfac- 
torily explain this sudden divorgenoo for 
not only was he in 1876 strongly m favor 
of remedying existing evila by tbo ap 
pointment of ft resident medical Supenu- 
tendent, but at a later data he bearti y 
endorsed tbo application of Dr. McNaugb 
ton Jones for tho ofiico. Either, tbun. the 
aflfable member for Comox has been guilty 
of political malevolence, or bo has, by bis 
opinion expressed on Friday, laid himself 
open to a charge of most nndeatrabid re- 
trogroBsion. The loader of tho Opposi- 
tion, resorting as usual to fine sentiment 
and bighflown, though empty language, 
asserted that ho opposed the appointment 
on tbo plea of retrenchment; and Mr 
Armstrong took an almost similar yiow o 
the matter; but really, after the pathetic 
appeals made by those gentlemen only a 
T^ek since'^on behalf of suflfering human- 
itv, as tbey wore pleased to term tbo un 
foVtunato lunatics, they cannot sincerely 
and reasonably object to the oxtra oxpon- 
diture of some §400 per annum in the 
aggregate to inaugurate a new condition 
of aflairs and secure to tbo insane tbo uii- 
divided and unremitting attention of a real- 
dent physician. In spite, however, of argu- 
»ient and notwithstanding quotationsfrom 
eminent authors on the mosli ptoper treat- 
ment of lunatics, tbeso worthies adhered 
to their lotrenchment cry, and by a 
majority of one outvoted tbo Govern- 
ment in a most laudable elTort to 
place the Lunatic Afylum on a proper 
basis and afford its inmates an opportuni- 
ty of regaining their darkened reason and 
of again becomingusefuInjemberBof Booi- 
ety. That the Opposition has been guilty 
of an irreparable injury to tho suffering 
humanity tbey ranted so loudly of, wo 
think no one can deny; and that thoy 
should have allowed tho question to as- 
sume a political phaso is, we contend, a 
matter much to bo regretted. It is true 
the resolution was Beounded by the ex 
President of the Council, and we believe 
that gentlemaii was under tbo impression 
at the time that he was not taking an er- 
roneous step; but we cannot attribute mo- 
tives of sincerely to any other member 
who supported the p;ropo3ition. Wo can 
only judge in this matter from their for- 
mer utterances and Totes; and when we 
reflect on them we are more satisfied than 
ever that these gentlemen have been guil- 
ty of insincerity of tbo basest nature. It 
ia notour intention to discuss tho qualifi- 
cations of the various applicants who 
Bought to obtain tho appointment; but as 
the Buocessful candidate was attacked in 11 
most nnbeooming- manner* by the solf- 
constituted censor of the House — tho sen- 
ior member for Victoria District— rjt is but 
justice to that gentleman to state that on 
his departure from Cariboo be was tbo re- 
cipient of a very flattering testimonial 
from the residents of that district, and on 
his departure from NewWeslminator City, 
after seven years' service, he also received 
a testimonial as to professional ability 
and social qualities signed on behalf of 
the directors of tho hospital by no less a 
person than Mr. W,J, Armstrong. With 
reference to his application for the ap- 
pointment of Eesident Physician it is 
sufficient to state that it was endorsed by 
every medical gentleman in the city not 
being an applicant for the office, including 
Dr. Ash. Why the senior member for 
Victoria District should therefore pre- 
sume to attack tbo gentleman on grounds 
of alleged incomijottncy it is diflicult to 
conceive. "We can only aupposo that be 
was guilty of such an indiscretion from 
force of habit. But, apart from a consi- 
deration as to the individuality of tbo in- 
oambent of the office wo cannot conclude 
these allusions without reiteratiug that it 
is our firm convietion that the Opposition 
have committed an error which not only 
etullibes tbo IIouro, but deprives those 
unfortunate creatures who have the very 
first claim on the sympathy and resources 
of the country of an advantage which the 
Elliott Government woie anxious to place 
within their reach. Eogrets, wo are 
aware, can now be of no avail; butwe will 
venture to assort that iu ovary District of 
the Province the people will lament that a 
faction can be found iu tbo House to push 
their political bitterness until it works an 
irreparable wrong to poor demented in- 
mates of a lunatic asylum. Tbo vote was 
one certainly of retrogression; in some 
instances of malevolence and revenge. 
The Opposition claim the vote as a Govern- 
ment defeat, and tbey have claimed over^ 
"count out" as . such. But this' is 
just what one would expect from men 
possessed of an inordinato grood for of- 
fice. That tbey are doomed to disappoint- 
mout and a further term of service iu the 
ranks of the ob.structioni3ls we heed not 
inform tho public. 

• " SALMON. 

The following- hotes' relating to the 
habits of tho salmon of the Pacifio Coast 
may, wo think, bo of interest to many of 
readers. Wo quote from the report of 
tbo U. S. Commissioner of Fisheries 
(Professor F. S. Baird) for 1876, recently 
roceivod from Washington; and we think 
that tho que8titm;;^Mreiited 'p^^ -wo 
jire aware haB'teoa the enbjeot of mncli 



incredulity, must now bo accepted as de- 
finitely settled; for it is to bo noted that 
the same habits which characterise the aal- 
mon of tho Sacramento (tbo locality 
specially under consideration J, character- 
ise also the salmon frequenting the other 
rivers of tho Pacific Coast, as has long 
been known to the older residents. Pro- 
fessor Baird remarks, referring to tho re- 
port of Mr. LivingBtono Stone, tho expert 
iu charge of the fisb-trading establishment 
on the McCloud branch of tbo Sacramento 
us under: '-The esperimout aatiiliud Mr. 
Stono that salmon which ascend tbo rivers 
to spawn never return to the sea." Mr. 
Stono, more in detail, roiiorts as follows: 
"One much disputed point about iho 
MoCloud river salmon was settled this 
year by the presence of the dam. The 
question has been whether tbo salmon as- 
cending the McLoud river to spawn over 
returned to the sea. Both sides of tbo 
question have been warmly advocated; tho 
strongest point urged by the aflirmativo 
aide being that the yearly run of salmon 
could not bo kept up if all the spawning 
tiah died at the spiiwuing-ground.i and 
none went to sea to return tho following; 
year. Whatever maybe the merits of 
tbo argumenth advanced on either aide, 
the fact has been proved this year that tho 
spawning salmon do not rotufnto the sea. 
The proof is this: Our dam formed an im- 
passable barrier to the return of the 
aolmon wbicbiind ascended iho rivers to 
spawn. Tens of tbouaauds, not to say 
hundreds of thousands, which would, 
perhaps, bo nearer tbo truth, passed tbo 
lino of our barricade before it was com- 
pleted. Not one of these salmon repassed 
that point on their return to the sea. If 
their habit had been to return seaward 
after spawning, tbey would have crowded 
up to the upper kido of tbo barricudo, as 
the ascending salmon did to the lower 
side of it two months previous; but in 
3tead of this not one woa observed to oven 
allow the least disposition to pass it, 
although thousands floated down and 
against the dom. What, then, must bo 
auid of their disposition to return to tbo 
sea? The only conclusion that we can come 
to is that they have no such dispusitiou; 
that thoy are not accustomed to do so, and 
that they all die in tho upper waters, 
which serve for their breeding-grounds; 
which last Statoment is confirmed by the 
fact that at the end of October a live sal 
mou can hardly be found in the whole 
length of the McCnoud rivev anywhere, 



THE WAR NEWS. 



Tho situation ia increasing in gravity. 
Everything depends on Kuasia. Should 
she accede to Groat Britain's reasonable 
demands the congress will meet and war 
may bo averted. But we entertain no hope 
of a peaceful solntionof the trouble. War 
may bo declared at any moment. The 
llussian demand for the withdrawal of tho 
British fleet from the Sea of Marmora 
has been defiantly met by Great Britain, 
and the Austrian tone is represented as 
decidedly hostile to Russia. Turkey 
claims now to be an ally, which is another 
name for vassal, of Bussia; but her sin- 
cerity may well be called in question. Bo 
fore many days the storm that is destined 
to set all Europe in a blazo will have 
burst; or Russia will have conceded all 
the points demanded by Groat Britain. In 
England tho feeling is growing that tbo 
country, is better prepaced for war now 
than she will be ten years since, when 
Russia will have had time to recuperate 
bor oxbauBted ouorgies aud ba ready for 
fresh aggressions.. Stirring news may bo 
anticipated during the coming fortnight.

The bullet grazed 
his lordships' ear, but providentially 
did him no further hiirm, spending its 
force upon the doorway of the Court. 
A few minutes afterwards, bis lordship 
took his seat as usual, when Sir. Rox- 
burgh on behalf of the Bar, tendered 
their congratulations and an expres- 
fiiou of their sympathy on tho occasion 
of his lordship's miraculous escape. 
Shortly after Dodwell, who had been 
taken into custody by a police ofUcei 
who had boon on duty at the Court, 
was conveyed to Bow-strset, and ex- 
amined by Mr. nowors,tho magistrate. 
It is well known that the unfortunate 
geatlomau is mad; and he will, doubt- 
less, be confined during HerMajessy's 
pleasuro.

A Httsdand's Ckuei, Obime. — A Ehoda 
Island woman who was in the habit of tak- 
ing large quantities of the tincture of iron 
found great benefit from tho medicine, but 
also incurred large bills at the apothec- 
ary's, whioh her husband found it rather 
difli-cult to meet. Instead of brutally out- 
ing off bar medioinal supplies, this ingeni- 
ous and bumane man conceived the plan of 
mannfaoturing tincture of iron in the 
secreoy of hia own woodshed. He there- 
fore proonred a pail, placed in it two 
pounds of old iron nails, three drams of 
iron barrel-hoops and four scruples of 
miscolliinaous iron. To this ho added one 
gallon of aqua pwa, and stirred the mix- 
ture three times a day for a week, At the 
end of that time be drew off tha water 
with a siphon, placed it in pint bottles, 
and labolled it, "Tinct, Feri. Use as di- 
rected." His wife took this home-made 
tiuoturo without any suspicion that it was 
not })urQha3ud at the apothecary's and de- 
rived all the benefit from it which she 
bad dorivod from tho apothecary's own 
tincture. Althongb she had been aillioted 
for several months with extreme weakness 
her strength revived under the influence 
of tho tincture to such an extent that at 
tho end of tlu'po weeks, when she acci- 
doutally caught her husband in the aot of 
fllliiig her bottla from tbo pail in the 
woodshed, sbo was able to lift » heavy 
pitchfork, and, after wielding it for tan 
minutes, to assist tho hired man in drag- 
ging bor husband into tha house, where 
she snlisequoutly applied arnica and brown 
paper to nearly two tbirda of his entire 
surfiioo.

The Fibu Torpedo. — It is at Fiume, on 
tbo Adriatic, that Mr. Whitehead, the 
well-known invonlor of tho fish torpedoe, 
has bis principal factory. Scores of skill- 
ed labourers _work there night and day 
at tbo niannfacture of these terrible 
engines of destruction; and under bis im- 
mediate supervision and continual experi- 
menting this deadly weapon (which in the 
opinion of many soientifio men will in 
time totally superaodo naval artillery) is 
daily undergoing modifioations and im- 
provements, which will render it as nearly 
life like in its attributes as it is in appear- 
ance when seen in motion under water, 
So much does the fish torpedo rosemblo a 
porpoise or dolphin when self-propelled 
through the water at a little depth below 
the surface that on one occasion, when Mr. 
Whitehead first began oxporimonting with 
them lit Fiume, a native sportiman who 
happened to bo ou tho beach, probably 
on tho look-oul for wild fowl, Bred at one 
which was being tried at long range, but 
in a direction parallel with the shore. At 
another time when Mr. Whitehead lost a 
torpedoe, which after lapse of mora than 
a your he rccoverod, through somo aooi- 
dtutul enht of ilsbormen's net, and whioh 
proved a valuable haul to them oventually 
when thoy took it to its origiual owner, 
although tljey wore atiir^t disappointed 
to find that the fish was a metal one. 
Some of tho lookera-on who lytd seen tha 
haul at a distance reported the capture of 
an enormous monster to the town-folk. 
The price of one of these fish torpedoes 
as supplied to tho British Government 
is about £500. Her Majesty's store-ship 
Wye was very recently at Fiume taking 
in an instalment of a quantity for tho 
supplying of whioh Mr. Whitehead is 
under contract with the Government. 
When first the inventor experimented with 
hia fish torpedo tho maxi-mum spaed at 
tained by it wiia nine knots; tha present 
ones go through tho water for a given dis- 
tance at the rate of 16 to 18, and some uro 
hpw in course of construction by order of 
and for the use of the Bussiau Qovern- 
ment which will travel at the hitherto 
unequalled Sfjeed of 2i knots. These latter 
are of large dimensions, bat the given 
distance at a maximuvi rate of speed will 
also be greater, and the explosive matter 
contained in increased quantity. Each 
torpedo is tested before its delivery, of 
course only as regards its propelling ca- 
pacities; its acuuraoy of adjustment,

EUROPE. 

London, March 28 — Houso of Lords 
was very crowded this evening; many 
members of the Lower House were prn- 
aont. Lord Derby entered soon after 5 
o'clock and took a aoat below tho gang- 
way instead of on tho troasurj' benches. 
He roau almost immediately and announc- 
ed his robignatiou as Secretary of Foreign 
All'air.s, which ko said had been accepted 
by tho (^licou and he only continued to 
hold the olDcQ until tho appointment of 
his successor. Ho regretted that under 
tho circumstances it would not be justifl 
able for him to follow the customarycourse 
of explaining in detail tho difl'arences 
which led him to resign. The C»binethad 
arrived at certain conclusions of a grave 
and important char.noter in which he was 
not able to coincide. To prevent alarm, 
he would say ho did not consider these 
moasttrea as necessarily tending to bring 
about war. Ho gave the Cabinet credit 
for aiuoeroly desiring European peace; 
but ho could not regard tho measure 
which had been resolved upou as a pro- 
Cfdontin tho interests of peace. When tho 
oononrronoo of Piiriiamcut is asked for 
mensnrea of which ho had spoken ho 
would vindicate his opinion. Htf~would 
state, however, that ho did not dissent 
from tho Cabinet's views of tho conditions 
upon which Europe might go into the 
Congress. He lamented tho objootions to 
the mcctiug of tho Congress; bat tho 
fault did not rest with tho government of 
tho country. 

Lord Beaoonsfield said he would wil- 
lingly refrain from noticing the reason 
which bad influenced Lord Derby to re 
sign until tho period when those reason^ 
might be legitimately considered by 
tho House. So much mischief might oc- 
cur from unnecessary mystery that it was 
his duty to say that in consequence of tho 
belief of the government -that the Con- 
gress would not be hold, and that hopes 
of rectifying tho balance of power in the 
Jloditcrraneau had ceased, it waa the duty 
of the ministers to consider what stops 
should be taken to prevent tho impending 
mischief. They had therefore advised 
Her Majesty to avail herself of the ear- 
vices of her reserve forces and a message 
to thot efTool would be laid bsforo Parlia 
ment. Lord Boaconsfield deeply regrett- 
ed that ho could not have the support of 
Lord Derby when ho submittod measures 
on whioh the Cabinet had resolved to Par- 
liament. Ho had felt of late that the po- 
litical ties between Lord Dorby and him 
self must soon termiuate, but ho had be- 
lieved that it would be in a very diCfarent 
and moro natural mannor, namely, that ha 
(Lord Boaconsfield) would disappear from 
the scone while Lord Derby would re- 
miiiu to take a leading part in public af- 
fairs. Ho was sustained at the proaant 
moment by the confidenoe that tho policy 
of tho government recommended (o H«r 
Majesty would tend to the maintenance 
of her empire, the freedom of Europe and 
the greatness and security of the country. 
(Cheers.) 

Tho Opposition, in the absence of de- 
finite information, refrain from raising 
any disouasion for the present. 

KoiasxoN, Ja., March 29— Tons of war 
material are being got in readiness. 

London, March 29— In the House of 
Commons Seoretarj- of War Hardy said it 
was necessary to call out tho first class of 
thoarmj reserve numbering 14,000 and 
the militia reserve, which was batwean 25, 
000 and 26,000. The Queen's message to 
that effect would be presented probably 
on Monday. This would be followed by 
a proclamation calling out such of tho ra- 
serve forces as might bo required. Hardy 
pointed out that this is not tho embodi- 
ment of tho military, which would not 
take place until it was necessary to send 
tho regulars abroad. 

London, March 29— Sir Stafford North- 
cote, replying to a questiou askad by Lord 
Hartingtou in the Houbo of Commons 
this evouiug, said the distribution of tho 
Congress report is detained owing to the 
fact that the consent of some of the Pow- 
ers to its publication had not yet been ro- 
coivod. He hoped, however, it would bo 
in tho hands of the members to-morrow. 
Tho whole importance thereof is Russia's 
reply which was received yesterday. Ho 
also said ho hoped the Queen's message 
regarding the oalliag out of tho reserves 
would be commnnioated qn Monday and 
that it would be discussed the Monday 
following. Sinoo this is tho first time 
this stop has been taken it is desirable to 
ascertain the most correct mode of pro- 
ceeding. It is understood tho royal mos- 
sago will not go into a detailed statement 
on the causes of culling out the reserves. 

A Constantinople special says it is 
thought Safot Pasha will request England 
to withdraw her fleet as Russia and 'Tur- 
key are now allies, 

'iho Times In a loading article says Rus- 
sia has adopted an utterly indefensible 
attitude and unless she withdraws it may 
may be nacoBsary for ua to be prepared 
to fully assert our rights. 

A special from Portsmouth saya orders 
are recsived at the dockyard for tha im- 
mediate preparation of all tho troopships 
belonging to both tho Indian and Imper 
ial Governruonts ej^oopt tho Simoon and 
Assistance for transportation in the event 
of emergency of an expeditionary army 
corps. -Eumors to this effect have been 
some time current, but orders positive 
and definite have now been issued with the 
conourrouce of tho Controller of the navy. 
It is probable that either Lord Lyons or 
tho Marquis of Salisbury will succeed 
Lord Derby. 

London, March 20.— Allicraft, Conser- 
vative, has been elected to the House of 
Commons from Worcester by 454 major- 
ity. 4 p, ni. — Tho statement in Parlia- 
ment yesterday evening caused a great de- 
pression at the stock exchange. 
Bomb, Maroh 29.— Father Grant, rector 
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of Scottish College and originator of the 
Scottish hierarchy, iiroclaimed to-day, 
died yesterday. Ha bequeatbd his pri- 
vate fortune to the Catholic Church of 
Scotland. In coqseqnenoe of the re-estab- 
lishment of tho Catholio Hierarchy of 
Scotland tho Pope, it is now staled, de- 
siras entering upon diplomatic relations 
with tho British Govornmect and has in- 
structed Cardinal Franohie, Pontificate of 
St.ito, tiiko steps with that object. The 
Pope in his remarks aaid tho loss of tem- 
poral power rendered the free exercise of 
spiritual power impossible. 

Versailles, March 28. — Senate amend- 
ment press amnesty bill making applica- 
ble to uU profs offences instead of only 
those committed under the DoBroglia- 
Fourtier cabinet.

EUROPE. 
London, March 29.— Vienna dispatches 
say Andrassy shows no disposition to 
yield to Ignatieff. Tho latter seems to 
havG confined himself to the demonstra- 
tion that Russia's military poaitiou is such 
that she has nothing to fear and has con- 
sulted .luatriu'a intoroets. Austria still 
sepms to bopo for a solution by Congress. 
Ignatieff said to a correspondent, "Eng- 
land has placed herself in a difBoult posi- 
tion by sending her fleet to tho Sea of 
Marmora and tho Russian army would 
stay before Constantinople till tho fleet 
left." Other reports aay tho firat inturviow 
between Andrassy and Ignatieff is aatis- 
factory to tho latter. 

Constantinople, Maroh 29, — Gen. Mo 
likoff has addressed a noto to tho Porte 
demandiog the dismissal of the British 
fleet from the neighborhood of Constanti- 
noplo. Snfaet Paaha communicated the 
noto to Minister Layard who in accord 
anco with iuBtructions of tho British Qov- 
ornmont replied the fleet would remain 
until after tho departure of the Russians 
from the environs of Constantinople. The 
Porta handed the reply to Gen. MelikoiT 
without remark. 

London, Mareh 30.— At tho evening 
sitting of tho Houso of Commons tho Mar- 
quis of Hartingtou pointed out that as on 
Monday tho Houyo was to receive a Royal 
rnessago whioh must indicate that tho situa- 
tion was either one in which war was im- 
minant or at least the crisis was one of 
extreme gravity' ;the corrospondenoeshonld 
contain not only communications, but 
show tho opinions of other great powers. 
Sir Stafford Northcoto stated that papers 
submittod would give full information as 
to tho correspondence with all powers. 
Tho Government felt that the time had 
nrrivad when thoy should take decided 
steps. Tho Government did not object to 
tho treaty of Son Stefano beiag taken as a 
new arrangement. They had not attempt- 
ed to stand on any question of form; but 
only desired a full :ind fair diacussion. 

Vienna, Maroh 30.— Gen. Ignatieff had 
an interview with Count. Andrassy to day 
which lasted for four hours, It is atoted 
he will leave Vienna to-morrow. 

London, March 29.— A Vienna dispatch 
says it is rumored that Prince Bismarck 
is making further efforts to assemble tho 
Congress and has asked England to for- 
ward a precise statement of hor demands. 

A special from Pora states that the visit 
of the Grand Duke Nicholas has ended. 
All foreign vessels except English man- 
nod thair yards as ho left in tho Imperial 
yaoht on Thursday. 

A special from Vienna says news from 
England baa brought IguatiefTs negotia- 
tions to a litand rtill. Count Andrassy 
will at present listen to no proposal and 
would certainly in the event of an Anglo- 
Eusiian war insist on concessions whioh 
Russia is now indiapoxed to make. 

London, March 29. --A special from 
Constantinople announces that tho Turks 
have abandoned Kurak at tho Black Sea 
entrance of the Bosphorus. 

Russian newspapers state that many 
advantageous offers for letters of marque 
in case of an Angle Eussian war have been 
received from the United States and else- 
where; but none have been accepted bo 
far. 

Veusaillbs, Maroh 29. — The Ohamlier 
of Deputies rejected all grants whioh have 
been restored by tbe Senate, except in- 
creased grants for invalids. 

Mabsbilleb, March SO. — A Japanese 
embassy, nun. boring flfty-eight persons, 
including tho president of tho exhibition 
commission, arrived to-Uay.

The Naval Battle of the Future. 

(From Blackwood's Magszlne.) 
The questien of bow a naval battle 
would now be fought is often raised, but 
is oiooedingly difflcult to answer. One 
thing is certain — the hostile squadrons 
will be kept in rapid motion for tlio pur- 
pose of effecting as well as evading an at- 
tack by ram, whioh will bo tho first object 
sought after. Thus tho distance of tha 
enemy will be varying constantly, and a 
correct estimation of tho rongo will be 
almost impossible; therefore the ohunoos 
of hitting a ship at any particular part 
will be very small. It will bo seen that 
upon the judgment and norvo of tho 
officer in command will now, moro than 
ever, depend the issue of an engagement. 
The speed of the ships, the necessity of 
cloBoly watching every movoment of the 
enemy so as instantly to make tho proper 
counter-move, tho absolute need of prompt 
dooision, will provout a moment for re 
flection or consultation. The helm and 
tho engines must be under the captain's 
instant control. He and those by him on 
deck will alone be able to see tho enomy 
at tho frequent times when he is obsourod 
by smoka from the battery bolow, and to 
dititinguish between friend and foe; and 
his quick perception will be requisite to 
determine the proper direotion and range 
for his guns, as well as to avoid firing 
into friends. The extreme importance of 
the life of the ofiicer in command of the 
squadron, so long as the battle lasts, must 
also be apparent. In the old wars, tho 
skill, judgment and determination of our 
naval commanders were chioflv exhibited 
by the manner in whioh they sought out 
thair adversaries and brought them to 
battle. Hostile fleets were Bometimea in 
Bight of each other for days— calms, light 
winds or foga proventing their approach, 
each commander endeavoring by skillful 
seamanship to gain tho weather-gage. But 
the action fairly commenoed, there was 
little manoeuvring— it was hard fighting; 
the ships were laid along side an enemy, 
and the valor of our sailors settled the 
matter. If the captain were _ disabled , 
tho duty of his successor was simple and 
self-evident. If he were incompetent, his 
deflciencies could be made up by his 
officers; if he lacked .courage, his men
